UNITED STATES.
New York, August IS. M. Gaillanlet

telegraphs to the Frnnrh papers here that
1'jrn lut night wan the Paris of the pre-
vious nigh: only, with more moderation
among ihe people, but with hardly leas
feeling, while the Govern uieut organ in-

sists upon a most guarded ttilenoe in re-

gard to the movements of the army,
which are Just now purely strategic

The Minister of War announces that
these movements uuder Bar.aine have
been completely successful, and oontiuue
the defeat ol the Prussians in their com-

bined efforts to cut off the retreat of the
Ft twins army, gave the greatest assnranoe
to the French people.

Gigantic preparations continue in
France. The men appear everywhere as
the defenders of the soil, and full of con-

fidence and with all hopefulness of youth.
They leave Pari9 every few hours to join
the army at Chalons or elsewhere.

The proclamation of General MeMahon,
who is loved by the French people, has
revived the feeling and coulkleace in the
armv, notwubstamiiDg tils reverses, but
as they were against such terrible odds,
the numbers engaged, tuany, indeed, now
feel assured as to the tinal result of the
war.

A united press has done much to calm
the public mind and restore order. The
people are even getting reconciled to a
careful reserve of the official journals
touching the movements of the army.

New Vobk, August 18. The WorM's
.Loudon spec al says there are continual
reports of engagements, but they refer
obviously to a series: of ooullicU necessa-
rily entailed upon the two armies by their
vast numbers and the extent of the lines
on which they are moving.

The Prussians will doubtless leave
Verdun behind them, as they have Me;.,
Thionville, Bitsche, Strasbourg and other
fortified places.

It is believed on the best authority that
the French will concentrate at Chalons
with 300,000 men and 1000 guns, and that
the Prussians will attack with 500,000
men and 1400 guns. All notions of this
week must be considered as merely pre-
liminary to one of the greatest conflicts
the world has ever seen.

It is thought here to be Imperative upon
both armies to bring on a declslvo battle
as soon as possible, for political rather
than military reasons. The French capi-
tal is in a condition of rev-
olution.

It is understood that the Prussian Gov-
ernment will demand that expenses of the
war ie paid by France, with the cession
of I. .rra-.n- and Alsace, and upon this it
is understood rests tears of Kuropean com-
plications.

Russia is beginning to press the English
Government for an understanding as to
maintaining the balance of power.

There are rumors of an agitation among
the Germans of Baltic Russia, aud of the
mobilization of the Prussian army for the
Prussian frontier.

Everything for a forward" movement
depends upou Hazaine's battle near Cha-
lons.

No news can be expected, for the armies
are maneuvering off the lines of railways
and telegraph, and where they are not cut
they are absolutely controlled by the mil-

itary.
NkwTong, August 18. The Telegram

has the following:
"Londou, August 18. A special dis-

patch from Berlin states that another at-

tempt has been made for peace between
France aud Prussia. The Queen's mes-
senger arrived at Berlin yesterday with
proposals ot peace from the English Cabi-
net.

"The Emperor of France has expressed
his readiness to treat for peace, and pro-
posal were made through Lord Lyons.
The King of Prussia and Count Bismarck
were telegraphed at headquarters. The
King replied, that if Napoleou wished
peace he moat ask for an armistice in the
usual way. The issue mast be decided
either by arbitrament or war.

"Information received from Verdun yes-
terday ii.. ruing, reports that a great bat-
tle was in progress near MalattSr, a point
about one-thir- d of the way on the road
from Met to Verdun. A large number
are reported wounded on liotb sides, but
no particulars of the battle have as yet
been received. Generals Prossard and
Beotville are reported wounded.

"Information ot.a reliable character has
also been received in this city, to the ef-
fect that a large oody of Prussian troops
have entered the town of Briey, in the de-
partment of Moselle."

FRANCE.
Paris, August 18. The different battles

around ife-t- were lought by troop of the
third and fourth enrps. About fhrty thou-
sand French troops were engaged. The
Prussian loss was very greal computed
at twenty thousand. The French loss
was comparatively small, owing to the aid
afforded by the cannon of the adjacent
fortresses.

The investment ot Strasbourg Is so
slack that the French troops have entered
and rslnforosd the garrison. Provisions
have also been carried there without aa
attempt at oapture. A paymaster of the
Fieuch army left there with a large
amount of treasure without any hindrance
whatever. It would seem that, as ths
Prussians have no siego trains, they have
given up the idea of a regular siege. Hav-
ing attacked Pfalzbourg unsuccessfully,
the Prussians have retreated six kilo-
metres to the valley of Dorsenbeisu to as-

sure their communication.

Berlin, August 18. The following offi-
cial news has been made public here this
scorning:

August 17. p.m.
General Alvensleben advanced yesterdsy,
with the third corps, toward the east
aide of Metz on the line of safe enemy's
retreat toward Verdun. He encocntered
severe lighting with the divisions of
Genersls Bacon, l'Admtrenlt, Prossard,
Csurobert and the Imperial Guard.

General Alvensleben wsssustained suc-
cessively by the loth army corp and by
a detachment of the btu and ttth corps,
cotuinaiided by Prince Frederick Charles.
The enemy was driven iu upon Metz in
spite of his great superiority of forces,
after a severe combat of twelve hours.
The losses on both sides were very heavy.
The Prussian Generals Doering and
Widi were killed, and Generals Pauaob
and Gruscher were wounded.

of three hours the lira) corps
routed the enemy's right. Our troops
fought with superb courage, currying tne
enemy's positions by assault splendidly.
I write without waiting to remove the
helmet."

Berlin, August 18. The details of the
conflict st n hsve just boen
received. Marshal Bazaine, in endeavor-
ing to fjll back from Melz to Verdun,
was attacked at 9 o'clock on Tuesdsy
morning by the fifth division and forced
to lacs about. The Prussians were

formed and they sustained the
attack of lour French corps, among
them the Imperial Guard. After fighting
gallantly fur six hours the Prussian fifth
dtvlsiou was reinforced from the tenth
corps. These relnforcameuts arrived

the French found that the
prolongation of the contest would be im-

possible, aud retired upon Metz, with the
loss of two thousand prisoners,two eagles
aud seven cannon.

The French utterly disregarded the
Convention of Geneva by mutilating the
dead, firing on the surgeons and ambu-
lances.

Berlin, August 18. Adviceahave been
received of a naval engagement off the
Island of Rugeu, In the Baltic sea, and a
division of the Prussian fleet, consisting
of an aviso and the gunboats Drecheblitz
and Salauiauder, yesterday afternoon at
four o'clock encountered a Frenoh fleet,
constsfng of four armed frigates, a cor-
vette and an aviso. The Prussians soon
withdrew, without any loss. The French
Meet are now off Dornbusoh.

Fourth Day's Proceedings of the Labor
Congress,

Cincinnati, August 18. The Labor
Congress met st nine o'clock.

Mr. Cameron, of Kansas, rose to s ques-
tion of privilege, and proceeded to vindi-
cate him-u- lf from the charges in the reso-
lution's at the Leavenworth meeting.

Mr. Cummins, of Massachusetts, ottered
a resolution recommending the formation
of an Independent political party, as
the National Labor Reform party, for the
protection by ballot of the interests and
rights of the people; and the appointment
of a committee Iruiu each Stale and terri-
tory, to call the National Convention to
organize such a party. Mr. Cummins sup-
port .si the resolution with a speech.

Mr. Weir (colored), of Pennsylvania,
offered a proposition to organize an inde-
pendent political party. The history of
all reform movements in this country
showed that the cnuae generally had
gained no strength by political organiza-
tion. The y organization bad
operated upon the public sentiment out-
side of partien.

Mr. Lovine, of III., spoke earnestly in
favor of Mr. Cummins' resolution. He
would admit that the Republicans bad
given away much land, but the eame
party had opened all the South to the
laboring classes.

Mr, Troup, ol New York, said experi-
ence had shown that the iutrodnction of
politics into trade unions had improved
their usefulness.

The Committee on Platform, reported
instruction as follows:

The laborers in all the departments of
useful Industry were suffering from the
system ef monetary law brought about by
the war,

That the rate of Interest is dispropor-
tionate to and in excess of the national
wealth.

A repeal of the national banking sys-
tem is demanded.

The present greenbacks, that are not a
full legal tender, should be withdrawn,
and currency based on the wealth of the
nation issued as a legal tender for all
debts, public or privste, aud convertible
into three per cent, bonds; the bond
also, convertible into money, st the pleas-
ure of the holder: the others in gold or
five per cent, bonds, the principal of
which to no legsuy ana equitaDiy payauie
in lawful money.

The burden of government should bear
equalfy on all classes. Exemption bonds
bearing extortionate taxation violate the
principles of lsbor, much of which should
be modified to admit free the necessaries
of life and such articles of commerce as
we can never produce nor grow. Duties
for revenue to be mainly laid on article
of luxury and such as we have in the
market In abundance, redouble there-sourc- es

ol the country, increase the num-
ber Bud give employment to more labor-
ers : cause emigration of skilled labor,
create permanent home markets for agri-
cultural products snd enable us to com-
pete with the manufacturers.

Public lands belonging to the people
should not be sold to individuals and
granted to corporations, bot saved in
trust for the people and granted free of
cost to seiners in amounts oi oniy iou
acres. There, is no authority in the Con-
stitution to dispose of public lands with-
out the sanction of the Senate and House
of Representatives.

Coillaon on the Amazon Loss of Life.
Nnw York, August 18. By the arrival

of the schooner Tampico, Captain Bom-
bard, from Para, we learn that a colllson
occurred on Jaly 25th, on the Amazon
river, Brasil, between two steamers, one
of which sunk within half an honr, with
20-- passengers on board, and 160 were loat.
She bad a cargo ou board valued at $45,-d0-

without any insurance on the vessel
or cargo. The scoident occurred at ths
mouth of the Mac ore, one of the tribu-
taries of the Amazon.

Joba Savage gives tha Irish Goad Advice.
New Yoaa, August 18. A picnic of the

Savage organization of Fenians came off
at Jones' Woods yesterday, and was at-
tended by over 6000 people. Mr. Savage
made a speech condemning the recent
fights between the Orange and Green ruf-
fians, and reminding his brethren thst
since the disestablishment of the Irish
church the Orangemen had become na-
tionalists. He also alluded to the pres-
ent war in Europe, and advisee Irishmen
to refrain from taking sides until England
hjasMnami IsTtnutsl.
